But with this foun- 
dation of serious work there is a lighter side to the Club, 
its yearly excursions into the most inaccessible regions of 
our great mountain chain. 


ay he explore, enjoy, and render accessible the mountain 


The third Outing was made this year into the Kern 


River Canyon. During the last week of June over two 
hundred nature-lovers from all parts of the State gathered 
at Visalia, there to take stage for Mineral King, a relic of 
early mining days, sixty miles distant. There we left 


‘roads, telegraph and mail-service and travelled on foot the 


twenty miles which separated us from the canyon. Our 


baggage and provisions were transported by means of a 


mule-train, and as the baggage for each member was limited 
to fifty pounds, the outfit was of the simplest character. At 
least two pairs of heavy blankets were necessary, as the 
nights in the higher altitudes are very cold; a bag with capa- 
cious pockets contained the needful changes of clothing, the 


_ bathing suit and various small toilet articles. These, with the 


rubber blanket, mosquito net, and heavy. wrap were packed 
in a cylindrical canvas bag of prescribed dimensions, three 
of which formed a load for a mule. All superfluous adorn- 
ments were left at Visalia. Short-skirted denim or khaki 
suits prevailed; gorgeous red and blue bandannas took the 
place of dainty collars and handkerchiefs; heavy hob-nailed 
boots displaced patent leather foot-gear, and wide sombreros 
tried in vain to shade the happy faces. 

Two days were allowed for the trip from Mineral King 
to the camp, for the trail, though short, was difficult. Two 
mountain passes had to be crossed, one ten thousand five 
hundred feet above sea-level, the other eleven thousand ‘feet. 
The first day’s walk led us among great rocky mountains, 
the pass, austere and forbidding in its mantle of snow, loom- 
ing before us flanked by Mt. Vandever and Mt. Florence. 


The second morning we climbed barren ridges covered with © 


scant chaparral, toiled up the steep Coyote Pass and then 
tramped gaily the six blessed miles down hill, through pine 
forests and green meadows to the Canyon. 

The main camp on the Kern River was established for 
six weeks, and there some of the more luxuriously inclined 
were content to remain during their entire sojourn, happy 
in the comforts of dressing tents and pine-bough beds. 
Trout innumerable were caught in river and lake, and walks 
of ever-varying charm taken in every diréction—up the 
Canyon, where beneath perpendicular walls nearly three 


thousand feet in height, grassy meadows, strewn with end- 


less tiny blossoms, extended along the river bank; down to 
the dancing, gleeful lakes with their pine-rimmed shores, 
or up Volcano Creek, where two beautiful falls tumbled 
over the red basalt cliffs. 

But for the more energetic the great event was yet to 
come. On July sixth we started , one hundred strong, on 
the eighty mile walk to Mt. Whitney, the highest peak in 
the United States, fourteen thousand five hundred and 
twenty-two feet above the sea. For this trip baggage was 
limited to fifteen pounds, which meant, practically, taking 


nothing but blankets. All mail communication was lost for | 


a week, and, once started, no return was possible; but in 
spite of these disadvantages nearly hiity women were of the 
party. 

That was indeed a strenuous week. We were aroused 


at four every morning, packed our dunnage bags, ate break- 


fast and left camp before six, thus walking as far as possible 
before the heat of the day. Each carried his own lunch, 
and each travelled independently, joining a small party or 
walking alone as fancy dictated. The new camp was fre- 
quently reached in the early afternoon, though the heavily 


laden mules seldom arrived before four o’clock. A very — 


picturesque element of the camp life was this pack-train. 


- The unpacking of one particularly vicious brute was always 


something of an event, as he had to be blindfolded and 
sometimes thrown before he would submit to the removal 
of his load. 

After supper we collected around the camp-fire, as dem- 
ocratic a party as could be found in the whole broad land, 
for packers and Chinese cooks mingled freely with college 
professors, doctors, lawyers, artists and society girls, and 
an evening’s entertainment might include a lecture on the 


geology of the region, a recitation from a packer, a Schu- 


mann song, and an instrumental solo by the heathen chef. 
Three days of happy go lucky travel brought us to the 
camp at the base of Whitney where we remained two 
nights. We were called at three on the eventful morning, 
and after breakfast set forth in a long line across frozen, 
moon-lit meadows, over rocky moraines, and past dark 
lakes, just catching the glimmer of the dawn, to Langley’s 
Camp. At this point, eleven thousand feet, the scanty 


growth of stunted pines and junipers ceased altogether, and 


for nearly a mile higher the hardy bryanthus and delicate 
primrose blossoms that nestled among the huge blocks of 
granite were the only forms of vegetation. All else was 
granite and snow. | 

The ascent was made in from four and a half to eight 
hours, according to the strength of the climber, and only 
four members failed to enroll their names in the register 


at the summit. The hours spent on the mountain-top were 


ample reward for all the fatigue of the trip. The summit 


is reached unexpectedly after a long, tedious climb up a_ 


gentle slope. A monument of rocks is piled upon the high- 
est point, and just beyond the mountain drops away, down, 
down, a sheer, dizzying plunge of four thousand feet into 
a rock basin where lie two little ice-bound glacier lakes. 
Owen’s Valley, only ten miles away, lies nearly twelve 
thousand feet below. That is on the east. To the south 
rise Mt. Le Conte and Sheep Mountain, and beyond lie the 
blue forest lands. Westward, Mt. Hitchcock is in the fore- 
ground with two great mountain chains bounding the hori- 
zon, and northward, far as the eye can reach, stretch end- 
less chains of snow-crowned peaks. 

Our homeward trail followed the Kern Canyon for twen- 
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ty-five miles. 


This great gorge, a U-shaped canyon of gla- 
cial formation, never exceeding half a mile in width and 


frequently narrowing, to a third of that distance, cuts | 


through the Sierra for thirty miles. In the dawn or by 
moonlight the towering walls are surpassingly beautiful 
—gray, shadowy and mysterious, and when the sun hangs 
low in the sky every nook and cranny of the cliffs is filled 
with deep purple shadows. Aspens and cottonwoods line 
the river, and pines, cedars, firs, tamaracks and junipers 
grow thickly along the level floor. 

On the return to Visalia a detour of sixty milés was made 
to the “Giant Forest,” the largest body of Sequoias in the 
State. They occur in groups of three or four throughout 
a dense growth of firs, their great red trunks rising far 
above.the smaller trees. They are so perfectly proportioned 


that one does not realize their actual size until confronted by 


the measurement. One tree is thirty-four feet in diameter, 
towers more than one hundred feet without a limb, and 1s 


nearly three hundred feet in height, while other trees are 


twenty and twenty-five feet in diameter. But it is not alone 


the size, harmony of proportion, or beauty of these noble 


trees which fills the mind of the beholder with an unexpressi- 
ble awe. There we stand in the shadow of living trees 
which had attained one-half their present size on the night 
when the Wise Men of the East followed the star of Bethle- 
hem. They were strong and mighty trees when Babylon 


was in all its glory, and the birth and development of mod- — 


ern civilization and of all the great nations and cities of 
the earth are recent events compared with the age of these 
monarchs of the forest. Mr. John Muir, the President of 
the Club, counted the rings of annual growth upon one 
specimen in the Kings river group which indicated an age of 
over four thousand years. These wonderful trees are still 
growing, healthful and vigorous, without a sign of decay. 
We rested one night in the forest and then regretfully 
took stage for home and civilization, brown, healthy, and 
happy, with a great store of pleasant memories.

Franklin should have a place on any list 
of twelve world great men.

Does Your Voice End on“ Do.” 


(By Kate Upson CLARK.) 


BOUT thirty years ago a distinguished professor of 
elocution was training a class of teachers at an “‘insti- 
tute” in a Western city. He made different ones 

rise in various parts of the room, told them to read such or 
such a passage, and after they had finished he criticized the 
performance. 

It was something of an ordeal, for he was not especially 
considerate of the feelings of the subject. At last one young 
woman rose and bravely read a required paragraph as 
nearly as possible as she was bidden, though her heart 
She did not 
know what the professor would say, but she was pretty 
sure it would be something severe. : 

“There!” he exclaimed, as she concluded, “I have heard 
something I never heard before. I have heard a woman’s 
voice end in a round, full ‘do.’ ” 

The young woman was now more alarmed than ever. 
She feared that she had done something very bad in ending 
on ‘do,’ but she was reassured when the professor went on 
to deliver his lecture. 

“You all know,” he said, “that the early songs of all na-_ 
tions are set mostly ina minor key. This is because, as you 
would naturally suppose, the early life of each nation 
is full of struggle and war. The fear of foes, the burnings, 
the murders, the privations of war, the ignorance which 
leads to all sorts of sufferings and superstitions—all these 
make the early career of a people full of sorrow and pain. 
This is faithfully expressed in its music. Then you can see . 
how, aS a country becomes independent and frees itself 
from the tyranny of nature, and later from the tyranny of 
despots, notes of joy—grand and swelling major chords— 
creep into its music, until the music of a great and free na- 
tion is almost entirely in major keys. 

“The voices of men,’ continued the learned professor, 


. “fall into minor keys when they are sick or are discouraged. 


Women are so seldom well and strong that they talk almost 
entirely in minor keys. Even if they are strong, like the 
women of the peasant classes of France and Germany, they 
are so burdened and oppresesd that they have nothing of the 
grand major pean in their voices. It is seldom that we 
find a grown-up woman who laughs roundly and fully and 
freely. She may smile or giggle a little, but so far she does 
not dare and love to be free enough to express herself natu- — 
rally and spontaneously in the key of joy.”’ 

All who heard this wise man’s brief exposition must have 
remembered it. His name might as well be given. He was 
Professor Monroe, then at the head of his calling in Amer- 
ica. Many of us have listened since for the “do” in women’s 
voices, but it is only occasionally that we hear it. When 
they get pockets in their clothes, and money of their own 
to do with what they like, and loose clothes which.will give 
them the free use of every little muscle and blood vessel 
and nerve that they have, and do not have to drag around 
on their slender figures about ten times as much weight as 
they can comfortably carry, then maybe that melancholy, 
whining little minor note will die out of their voices, and 
they will end what they have to say with a good, full “do.”

Events. The Literature section this year has a red, white

Pic- 
tures are being collected, flowers presented to pupils and 
teachers and a general beautifying of the school grounds and 
buildings is under way. In this department a class is carried 


on for the study of parliamentary law, Mrs. Shattuck’s 


Manual being the guide and text-book. This class meets 
twice monthly; while this department furnishes programs 
for four meetings, a season for the entire Club.

The Home Science Department is responsible for papers 
at three regular meetings of the Club, and deals with the 
study of home wants.

tion. As chairman of a Committee on Arts and Crafts, Mrs. 
James has planned and is launching an Arts and Crafts 
Exhibit for the South Carolina Federation.

She is a great 
lover of Shakespeare and is making him her special study. 
A woman of discriminating taste, clear mental perceptions, 
and great conscientiousness, her personal influence is of 
inestimable value in the Club life of her State. Gentle and 
firm, with a broad education and keen intellectual sympathy, 
hers is a character which must count for much in whatever 
field of endeavor it finds its activities.

The Ninth Annual Convention of the Florida State 


Federation of Women’s Clubs. 


HE Club Women of Florida held the ninth annual con- 
vention of their State Federation in the new club 
house of the Jacksonville Woman’s Club on February 

1oth and 11th, the President of the State Federation, Mrs. 
Lawrence Haynes of Jacksonville, in the chair. The con- 
vention was opened by the singing of an ode written for 
the occasion by Mrs. A. A. Washington of Jacksonville. 
The address of welcome was made by the First Vice Presi- 


dent of the Jacksonville Club, Mrs. Alice Ely Doty, the 


President, Mrs. W .W. Cummer, being out of the city. 
Mrs. Doty’s address was cordial and graceful and displayed 
a most earnest and helpful club spirit. The response for 


the Federation was given by Mrs. E. G. Munsell of Green 
‘Cove Springs, who expressed in most appropriate language 


the feelings of the Florida Club women in assembling as 
guests of the Jacksonville women. The Federation was 


most fortunate in having as its guest of honor for this con-. 


vention Mrs. Charles Denison, President of the General 
Federation, who was introduced to the convention at this 
juncture and extended greetings from the General Federa- 
tion, 

Mrs. Denison was received with much applause and the 
Club women of Florida felt the inspiration of her presence 
among them. 

Mrs. Lawrence Haynes, the State President of Florida, 
then made her annual address, reviewing the growth and 
achievements of the Federation in the past year. She drew 
attention to the fact that Florida was one of the oldest 
State Federations, ranking with New York, Michigan and 
Pennsylvania in age, and that it numbered among its mem- 
bers one of the pioneer Women’s Clubs of the South the 
Village Improvement Association of Green Cove Springs, 
which was organized twenty-five years ago. The general 
work of the Federation is along educational lines, such as 
work in the public schools, village improvement societies, 
free kindergartens and libraries, bird protection, household 
economics, forestry and legislation for free kindergartens 
in the public schools. Mrs. Haynes’ address was full of 
vital truths and clearly indicated that she is a woman of 
strong personality and keen activities, one well fitted to 


guide the deliberations of the convention with eo 


and discretion. 

The afternoon session on February roth was given up 
to the reports of standing committees. 

The report of the Educational Committee showed that 
effort had been made to improve existing conditions in 
school life, but that the result consisted largely in acquaint- 
ing people with present deficiencies. From this knowledge 


sprang the hope for more successful effort during the com- 


ing year. Special interest was given to the report on Social 
Purity, and resolutions were passed whereby each Club 
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pledged itself to secure the publication of articles in their 
local papers which might serve as a warning and a protec- 
tion to young women who will attend the Exposition at St. 
Louis. The reports on Reciprocity, Bird Preservation, 
Household Economics and Forestry were listened to atten- 
tively, and the discussions that followed each report brought 
out many helpful suggestions for better work along these 
lines. 

The Florida Federation is composed of nineteen clubs, 
sixteen of which sent reports. All of these reports showed 
a unity of purpose along the lines of work most needed in 
the several sections represented, and the amount of good 
accomplished seemed truly marvelous. The principal lines 
of work reported were Planting ['rees, Building Good Roads 
(which are much needed in Florida), Erecting Public 
School Buildings, Supporting Kindergartens, Public Li- 
braries and Reading Rooms, Providing University Exten- 
sion Lecture Courses, etc. The reports were interspersed 
with musical selections which added much to the pleasure 
of the afternoon. 

Thursday’s sessions were opened with music and dialect 
recitations which received hearty applause. The report of 
the Nominating Committee for Delegates to the Biennial 
was unanimously accepted, and the following ladies were 
elected delegates: Mrs. Lawrence Haynes, Miss Kathryn 
Thorpe, Mrs. M. C. Ross, Mrs. Udora Watson, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Huber.

‘The event of the convention in which ail interest centered 
was the address by Mrs. Dimies T. S. Denison, President 
of the General Federation, and well may we say that the 
expectations were fully realized. 

Her address was not a stereotyped speech, but a plain, 
extemporaneous, sensible talk for “the good of the order.” 

She gave a short resumé of the work done by the General 
Federation, and spoke of the good fellowship which the 
organization engendered and fostered. She reviewed the 
part that the Woman’s Clubs of the country had played in 
procuring legislation protecting child labor, and in the work 
looking to the promotion of household economics. 

In fact, the whole address was given to a thorough review | 
of the work already accomplished and the work now laid out 
' She spoke of the General Federation 
as a clearing house for the State organizations, where mat- 
ters were handled for the good of all in council that could 
not be reached in any other way. 

Incidentally, Mrs. Denison mentioned he rconnection with 


the Sunshine Society, as its Vice-President, the sole pur- 


pose of which was the disseminatien of good cheer and com- 
fort to those within its range of activity. She said it was 
the mission of woman to comfort and beautify, and 1t was 
the highest aim of the Clubs to assist its individual mem-_ 
bers in this accomplishment. 
- Rounds of applause followed Mrs. Denison’s address and 
when quiet was restored, attention was given to the coming 


year’s work. 


Resolutions were adopted by the Federation expressing 
appreciation of all courtesies extended by the Woman’s 
Club of Jacksonville, by Mrs. Cummer, Mrs. Denison and 
Mrs. Haynes, and by the press of Jacksonville.
